'TRAVELLER.—The cultivation of the Chinese fan palin 
for the nanufacture of fans is confined to the Sia Vi 
distriet. The plantations are situated on flat: allivial 
lands, about six to ten feet above the water of the 
rivers and creeks that run through the Delta. and they 
are intersected by numerous canals. The tallest trees 
ave only about twelve feet high, Two or three leaves 
wre taken from each plant. ‘They ive first sun dried 
and then sent to the manufacturers. The cultivation 
of the palms and the fan production togecher feria 
ao mest important industry, the litter giving ein. 
ployment to nearly 20,000 people. The dried leaves 
are first blanched. They are then strtightened and 
finally pressed. The operator, as le finishes the 
fans. places it board over them and stands on it while 
he continues his work.
